Empringham Out 

The result is set forth in a book of 
160 pages. The Rev. James Empring- 
ham, national superintendent of the 
society, who conducted last year’s 
poll, did not participate in this one. 
Considerable criticism was leveled at 
the anti-prohibition findings of the 
first poll. A note in the book ex- 


plained that Dr. Empringham did not | 


participate because his “‘ work for the 
reformation of the intemperate now 
required all his energies.” 

The book has an introduction by 
Prof. John Erskine in which he de- 
clared that “‘ prohibition is a Moham- 
medan doctrine.” 

“This little book,”’ he wrote, “is 
one of the increasing number of doc- 
uments jn the serious question of pro- 
hibition. It is not surprising that 
members of a church should range 
themselves on the side of temperance. 
It is peculiar to the condition which 
has arisen in our country that it takes 
some courage for a church member, 
especially for a clergyman, to say 
openly that he is opposed to prohibi- 


tion. 
Slap at Opponents. 

“The advocates of that method, of 
warring against drink, decline to ad- 
mit the existence of any other method 
and insist that those of us who are 
not for prohibition must be for drunk- 
enness. The sanity and the modera- 
tion of testimony in this book are a 
pleasant contrast to such fanaticism.” 

In an analysis of the total vote, the 
book set forth there had been reluc- 
tance to answers questions 1 and 5. Re- 
ducing the vote to percentages, the 
society reported two-thirds to three- 
quarters of the replies stamped the 
law a failure’ and suggested modifica- 
while “a bare majority [650.8 
per cent] opposed the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment.” 

“In addition to the answers received 
on the postal cards,” says the society’s 
book, “hundreds of letters have been 
sent in from clergymen in every state 
in the Union setting forth their views 
about prohibition. An analysis of these 
reveals that the majority hold that 


prohibition is wrong in principle and | 


contrary to scripture, and for that 
reason they contend that even if 100 
per cent of enforcement could be main- 
tained, prohibition would still be a 
failure.” 

The questionnaire was also sent to 
bishops of the Episcopal church, 
and the letter of reply sent by the 
Right Rev. John G. Murray, presiding 
bishop, was as follows: 

“ Replying to yours of the 7th inst., 
I do not feel that it would be at all 
profitable to augment the sundry and 
various contributions that are being 
made on the subject you,;mention by 
an expression of personal opinion, and 
1 have none to express either as bishop 
of Maryland or presiding bishop.”

Toting Permit 
Is Under Fire 


Deputy Police Commissioner John 
Stege last night announced his inten- 
tion of investigating the authenticity 
of stars or commissions which per- 
mit civilians to carry concealed wea- 


pons. 

The matter came to the attention of 
the police last Friday, when Michael 
Carrozza, business agent of the street 
cleaners’ union, was arraigned in the 
South Clark Street court, charged 
with carrying a pistol. 

Carrozza had the pistol, but he also 
had a card purporting to be a com- 
mission in the Illinois highway mainte- 
nance police. Judge Howard Hayes 
believed the commission was genuine 
and released Carrozza. 

Denies Entanglements. 

An inquiry yesterday disclosed that 
the highway maintenance police have 
their headquarters at Kankakee. John 
Stack is chief. He asserted, however, 
that his force is clear of any entangle- 
ments and has never issued any cour- 
'tesy commissions. 

“I have 165 men under me,” he 
said. “They are ail working men 
and they wear uniforms. Their sole 
business is to enforce the traffic laws 
and to collect delinquent taxes on 
automobiles. It is seldom that any| 
of them have any work in Chicago, | 
and none are stationed there. I have 
never issued a single complimentary 
star or commission; never a courtesy 
card. Any one except my 165, all of 
whom are personally known to me, 
who shows such a commission is a 
fraud.” 

Nearly half the state highway police 
—eighty—are mow concentrated at, 
Springfield, where they are handling 
traffic on the roads leading to the 
Rate fair grounds. 

Must Wear Uniform. 
The highway maintenance police 
body was formed under authority of 
a legislative act passed in 1923. Hach 
appointee is required to furnish a 
bond of $1,000, undergo a physical 
examination, take an oath to uphold 
the Constitution, wear a uniform and 
a star, ride a motorcycle furnished by 
the state and draw pay not to exceed 
$150 a month. 

Carrozza was not wearing a star or 
‘a uniform and was not, apparently, 
engaged in the work of a highway 
policeman when he was taken into 
custody by policemen investigating the 
West McHenry bank robbery. -

coroners’ stars have all been with- 
drawn.

MR. HOOVER ON BOULDER 


DAM. | 


Mr. Hoover’s remarks on Boulder dam were 
delivered from the steps of the city hall in Los 
Angeles. The scene was a fitting one for what 


Mr. Hoover had to say. If any one remained in| 


doubt as to the purposes of Boulder dam, Mr.

The country is indebted 
to Mr. Hoover for that. The treasury cf the 
United States is to pay some $300,000,000 to build 
Los Angeles’ water works.

A convention, with good delegates from good 
wards, would have more respect for the courts 
and its record in upholding the judicial standard 
would be far better than any the direct primary 
can show. The direct primary is contrary to 
the American system of representative govern- 
ment and the convention is a part of it. Im- 
patience with misdirected and badly controlled 
conventions led into the mistake of direct pri- 

aries. What there could be of politica] evi] in 
the convention system was followed by the greater 
mistakes of direct nomination for many offices 
which cannot be filled intelligently in this 
fashion. 


LONDON IN RUINS. 


_ ffter a week of sham attacks on London from 
the air, it is announced that London can be utterly 
if that means anything, it means that a few 
days or weeks of bombing will reduce the city

and not in kind. The bombers have greater carry- 
ing capacity and greater speed and the bombs are 
correspondingly larger and more destructive, but 
“the technical improvements must go much farther 
than that if the bombers are to be able to destroy 
‘vast cities within a few days. The experience of 
the war al) tends to prove the ease with which a 
great city can survive repeated attacks from the 
air with little or no serious derangement of the 
lives of the citizens or of industrial output. | 
The Germans had airplane bases within an 
hour's Sight of Paris. Paris is the heart of 
Yrance’s transportation lines and the center of 
French industry. Night after night the bombers 
appeared over the city, dropped their loads, and 
returned in safety to their airdromes. A few Pari- 
@ians lost their lives and a good many lost some 
sleep. Some factories were injured and occasion- 
ally @ railroad terminal was put out of business 
for a few hours until repairs could be made. Some- 
times the bombs set buildings afire, but the fires, 
though occasionally destructive, never spread out 
ef control The experience of Paris was duplicated 
in London and a ecore of manufacturing and trans- 
portation centers In England and France. So far 
&s we have been able to discover, bombing never 
Proved a serious menace to the allied cause or, 
fer that matter, to the German, although all the 
important railroad centers in western Germany 
Were subjected to repeated attacks from the air. 
One reason for the failure to cause permanent 
damage is the inability of the airplane, moving at 
high speed, to hit a mark; as most bombing is done 
at night, the difficulty of striking the target is con- 
siderably augmented. A more fundamental! reason 
fer failure over cities lies in the nature of the 
target itself. A great city is a collection of a vast 
mumber of buildings. A bomb which penetrates 
the roof of one will explode within four firmly 
built walls. It may do much damage in the build- 
ing it strikes, but the damage will be strictly lim- 
 $ted to that small area. Cities built of wood might 
be considerably more vulnerable from the air than 
the masonry cities of western Europe, but modern 
American buildings of steel and reinforced con- 
crete are far better able to resist bombing than 
the older masonry types. New York and Chicago |

POINTERS ON CHOOSING A 
REFRIGERATOR. 

N thé selection of a refrigerator no 

other quality is of any great im- 

portance 

maintained in the food chamber. 

A temperature which never exceeds 55 

will add at least a day to the period 

of safe usability of foods kept in the 
refrigerator. 

It is risky, however, in a city where 


the milk is a day or two old when it 
reaches the consumer, and where de-_ 


liveries are made daily, to try to keep 
the baby’s milk more than 24 hours 
in such a refrigerator. 

When the food chamber remains at 
50, the baby’s milk: can be kept with 
safety well into the second day. At 
temperature 45 the baby’s milk, and 
for that matter other foods, will keep 
as long as there is any practical ne- 
cessity for keeping them. At tempera- 
ture 40 foods will keep as long as there 
is any advantage in keeping them. © 
Under household conditions, foods kept 
in refrigerators become soiled by han- 
dling, or wilt, or lose crispness—for one 
reason or another, lose their appeal after 
several days in the refrigerator. 

Nothing is gained in a domestic re- 
frigerator by keeping the food cham- 
ber under 40. The greatest strain put 
on the task of keeping the.food cham- 
ber cold is that which comes from open- 
ing the doors; unless attention is paid 
to keeping the doors tightly closed, the 
temperature of the food chamber will 
net stay down. 

Other points to consider: 

COST -OF OPERATION — While the 
ability to maintain low temperature in 
the food chamber outranks all other 
qualities of a refrigerator, the cost of 
cperation is important. Some refrigera- 
tors are ice eaters; some operate oa 
nomically. The difference is largely one 
of insulation. A refrigerator that is 
set near the stove, or in any other hot 
place, is certain to be an ice eater. 

DRYNESS—Dryness of the food cham- 
ber is sometimes advantageous and 
sometimes otherwise; under domestic 
conditions it matters little one way or 
the other. If a refrigerator is set in a 
room where the air is saturated with 
steam, and the doors of the food cham- 
ber are repeatedly opened, moisture 
will form on the inside walls regardless 
of the make of the box. 

AIR CIRCULATION—In a perfectly 
insulated box the doors of which are 
kept tightly closed, there will be no 
circulation of air. If a refrigerator is 


cold in one part and warm in another, 


there will be air circulation. Air cir- 
culation is not a matter of great im- 
portance, though there is some little 
advantage in not having much air cir- 
culation; the aroma of onions does not 
make milk attractive. 

SMOOTH, WHITE, INTERIOR FIN- 
ISH—Milk is kept in containers, foods 


that touch the wal} of the food cham- | 


ber are cooked before ‘being eaten; 
nevertheless, cleanliness of the walls is 
desirable for more reasons than one. 
Any walls can be kept clean, but 
smooth, white, impervious walls are 
more likely to meét high standards, 
Therefore, there is some advantage in 
having a refrigerator with white, 
emooth, impervious walls in the food 


chamber.
